Hayes and George Betzold Clung to Boat, Two Grant Boys 
Tried to Swin Ashore, Older Boy First 
To Go Down 


Gull lake tuck a toll of two lives on Friday evening between 
5 and 6 o’clock. 
Allison Grant, familiarly known as “P i”, aged 
20. and his brother, Raymond, age 15, sons of Mr. and Mrs. L. A. 
Grant, of 910 South Sixth street, were drowned at a point a quar­ 
ter of a mile west of the “Cinosam Club” property. 
Their companions, George Betzold, age 21, son of Philip Bet­ 
zold, and Donald Hayes, age 18, san of J. M. Hayes, clung to the 
overturned beat and drifted ashore. 
The water was terribly cold and Bdtzold, overcome by cold 
and cramp, nearly went under too. People on shore worked on him 
and revived him.

W a tch es trunk* in (Germany are being distributed among 
members of Congress as an argumenlt for the American valuation 
plan in comwction with the pending ta rilr bill. 
Mrs. Harding, the 
President’^ wife, w as also presented with one of the watches. 
The watch given Mrs. Harding, apparently a very valuable 
one, cost $1.33 after all duty had been paid. 
The low cost was 
because it was manufactured by labor paid in cheap Herman 
money, and was imported inito this country and valued for tariff 
duties on the basis of depreciated German currency. The Germs' 
mark under aromal conditions, as in pre-war days, was worth 
about 24 cents, but today it is worth only between one-fth'ird and 
one-half of a cent in our money ; and it is upon the basis of such 
depreciated currency that German imports are now valued for 
tariff duties. Under the American valuation plan the duty would 
lie based upon the actual value of the imported article in this 
country. 


THE TONS AUK TAX A l‘l*E AE 


An EFFORT will be made by Attorney General Hilton to get 
the tonnage tax appeal taken up early on the October calendar of 
the United States Supreme Court. The collection of the 1921 tax 
under the ne w few is stayed by the appeal proceedings, and a de­ 
lay of at least a year is expected. However, this delay was an­ 
ticipated by (he Legislature and by slate officials, and in making 
up budget estimates for this year and next the tonnage tax rev­ 
enue was not counted on. Normally, the 'tax Is expected to bring 
$3,000,000 to $3,500,000 a year, hut owing to the light operation 
of the mines last year the 1921 tax is expected to yield only about 
$2,000,000. 
Appeal has been made by the mining companies from the* de­ 
cision of Judge Tillman D. Johnson ’in the United State’s District 
Court, upholding the Minnesota occupational tax law.

PRIVE ON HARRER RY HISH 


A n ACTIVE campaign of war on black .stem rust, one of the 
most virulent foes* of the nation’s wheat crop, was inaugurated in 
Minnesota on Thursday, with 200 state weed inspectors heading 
a drive for the eradication of the common .barberry bush, the 
black rust breeder. 
The drive will continue until June I. 
The damage done by black rust last year caused a loss in 
grain estimated at more than $10,000,000. A complete survey of 
tbs western half of Minnesota, and a partial survey of the eastern 
part, has been made by Federal and agricultural depar'tn*ent rep­ 
resentatives, and approximately 750,000 barberry bushes have 
l>een located. The state weed inspectors in every county are now 
giving orders for their eradication to fanners on whose land they 
have been found. This action is taken under a new dbate law. 


NOR 'Ell WENT E R N FARMERS OPTIMISTIC 


T h e f a r m e r s generally appear to be optimistic over the pres 
ent crop outlook throughout the Northwest. 
It is said the wheat 
and other crops are making good headway with sufficient moisture 
in the soil and splendid growing conditions. 
The grain crops in the Northwestern states usually have a 
good appearance alt this season of the year, but the critical period 
generally comes during the months of June and July. The gen­ 
eral reports from the country are so far optimistic. In a few places 
rain would he beneficial; in offeds there has been too mach mois­ 
ture. The season is a little late, hut the ground was in unusually 
good condition alt 'the start, and the weather since has been fa­ 
vorable.
